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Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Voight teaches the LUNs or LUN types are 
confiqured from application level virtual storage space which is an abstraction layer above RAID-level virtual storage and physical storage 
(col 5 lines 7-20) That is the LUNs (virtual storage units) are mapped into RAID-level virutal storage units which are then mapped into 
physical storage units. This interpretation corresponds to applicants argument that the virtual data units (LUNs) are an abstraction layer 
above the logical device definitions (RAID-level virutal storage). Applicant should note the instant claims do not define the claimed virtual 
data units as an abstraction layer above the logical device definiations. Applicant questions whether "map the logical storage units 
(LUNS) into LUN types/sizes/ID numbers makes sense. The examiner contends the LUNs are given a type/size/ID in RAID management 
system 56, thus it can be said the LUNs are mapped into a specific type or size of LUN. 
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
